JAPS ARE ACTIVE. 
EAST OF MUKDEN. 


Kouropatkin and Sakharoff 
Report Three Days’ Fight- . 
ing on Left Flank of 
the Army. 


MAY BE GENERAL MARCH. 


Japanese Continue Hammering 
Port Arthar, and Soon Will 
' Have 90 Per Cent of 
the City. 


BULLETIN. 

TOKIO, Nov. 20.—It is reported that the 
attack against Two Hundredand Three Meter 
hill by Japanese light artillery is succeeding. 

It is estimated that 90 per cent of the work 
of the complete occupation of Port Arthur 
will be finished with this height in the pos- 
session of the Japanese. 

No part of the harbor of Port Arthur will 
then be concealed from the Japanese. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 28.—Gen. Kouro- 
patkin reports that there has been active 
skirmishing on the left flank for three days. 
The opinion is now expressed by the general 
staff that the Japanese intend taking the 
offensive, as they cannot afford to wait till 
the Russians are further reinforced. 

It is held that the fighting to the east- 
ward is doubtless with the purpose of feel- 
‘ng out the Russian positions preparatory 
to an advance in that direction; but as there 
are about 7,000 Russian troops southwest of 
Bintsintin, where fighting occurred on Nov. 
26, and probably twice as many more In the 
mountaine between Bentsiaput%e and Sint- 
sintin, any Japanese move from this quarter 
would entail serious fighting. 

At the same time correspondents at the 
front continue to scout the idea of serious 
being Imminent. 


Jap Attack Indecisive. 

Gen. Kouropatkin under yesterday's date 
reports that the Japanese offensive move- 
ment which began Nov. 24 near the village 
of Tsinkhetchen, on the front of the left 
flank, was of an indecisive character up to 
4p. m. Nov. 26, and was checked by the 
Russian fire. The fighting had then lasted 
three days. 

A later dispatch from Gen. Kouropatkin 
reports that the night of Nov. 27 passed qui- 
etly at Tsinkhetchen, but that the Japanese 
resuined the offensive at 7 o'clock this (Mon- 
day) morning on the Russian left flank. 


Blinding Snow Stops Fight. 
Gen. Sakharoff today telegraphs ae follows: 
* The Japanese attack on Tsinkhetchen was 
checked by our artillery fire, and the fight- 
ing ceased at 6 o'clock in the evening of 
Nov. 27, At no point did the enemy advance

In the midst of the battle a blinding snow 
storm caused a suspension of hostilities, and 
when the weather cleared at 8 o'clock in the 
afternoon a turning movement against our 
right flank was observed." 


NOT SERIOUS, SAYS MUEKDEN. 

MUKDEN, Nov. 28.—There seems to be 
undue importance attached to the three days’ 
fight between the Japanese and Gen. Rennen- 
kampff’s men. It was an unimportant ad- 
vance guard affair, in which the Japanese 
were repulsed with a loss of 100 men. 

This advance of the Japanese against Da 
pass need not be considered as a big flanking 
movement toward Tie pass, which so mary 
imagine is the route the Japanese intend to 
take. Both the Japanese armies are united 
near Mukden, and as heretofore are simply 
awaiting developments. ' 

The weather is warmer and there ts less 
wind. The navigation of the Liao river will 
close in a day or two. 


THREE DAYS FIGHTING. 

WITH THE RUSSIAN FORCES AT 
SHENKING. Nov. 28.—The attack by the 
Japanese upon Gen. Rennenkampf's position 
on Nov. 24 resulted in three days’ fighting at 
Tsinkhetchen, near Da pass. Though the 
Japanese have been repulsed the fighting 
still continues. The Japanese have succeeded 
in placing several big siege guns in position, 
with which they will be able to seriously 
harass the Russians. 

The latest estimate of the disposition of the 
Japanese forces is as follows: 

One brigade of infantry and five regiments of 
cavalry, with a second line of one brigade between 
Bandioza and the Hun river. 

Two divisions of infantry between Bandioza and 
Linehinpu. 

One between Linshinpu and Liadiaouza. 

One division between Liadiaouza and Chin- 
sandiza. 

One division between Chinsandiza and Koeanrau. 

One brigade between Kosangau and Sunmuga, 
with a second line consisting of one brigade and 
two divisions. 

One division at Bepupuza. 

-One brigade occupying the country southwest 
of Bepupuza as far as Chingizi, with one brigade 
of infantry and of cavalry tn the second line. 

Behind the main army are one brigade of in- 
fantry stationed at Liaoyeng, one at Yentei, and 
one at Tsinkhetchen. 


AUTOMOBILES IN WAR. 

CHEFOO, Nov. 28.—Gen. Kouropatkin is 
the possessor of a new twenty horse power 
automobile, with which he Is able to rush at 
high speed from one part to another of the 
line, twenty-five miles long, according to M. 
Ravoir, who reached here today from Muk- 
den. M. Ravoir says Gen. Kouropatkin has 
asked for twenty automobiles specially con- 
structed to carry ammunition speedily in 
emergencies. He will only use them in win- 
ter, when the Manchurian roads are in ex- 
cellent condition. On his first trip in the 
new automobile Kouropatkin’s only comment 
was: 
“TI have the advantage of Gen. Shafter.” 


Situation Along the Front. 

M. Ravoir, who was with Gen. Kouropat- 
kin for three weeks, said today: 

“The two armies lie facing each other, 
each having three fortified lines. The sol- 
diers of both armies live mostly in caves, 
behind their trenches. which, when covered 
with snow, have the appedrance of a great 
host of polar bears waiting to spring at each 
other. The caves aré warm even without 
fire. 

“ The Russian forces now number 300.000 
men. The cavalrymen from the Don district 
are superior to their Siberian comrades. The 
former are intelligent, brave, and active 
and have fine, powerful horses. 

“The warehouses along the railroad be- 
tween Mukden and Harbin are full of sup- 
plies, which are almost untouched, as up to 
the present the army has subsisted chiefly on 
the country. 

“The handling of the Russian artillery is

J. E. Tilt and Union in Novel 
Contest of Afternoon Calls. 


FLOWERS AND CANDY FIGURE 


Girls Being ‘“‘Rushed’’ and Having 
**Time of Their Lives.’ 


Matt Kaspar sank wearily into his chair 
and sald he was afreid “it wan't no use.” 
The odds, he allowed, were strongly against 
him. It was, said he, “ such an uphill ight.” 

Kaspar is secretary of the Chicago council 
of the Boot and Shoe Workers’ union. He 
returned to his office at 77 Randolph street 
late in the afternoon to unburden himself to 
his associates, who had gathered to hear his 
report. 

Ten days ago the 125 girls In the stitching 
department of the J. B. Tilt Shoe company 
went on strike. Word was received on Sat- 
urday at union headquarters that Mr. Tilt 
was calling on the strikers personally and 
endeavoring to persuade them to return. 
Forthwith Kaspar was instructed to enter 
the lists against the employer. 


Some Strange Strike Weapons. 

“I must have more money.” the secretary 
said as soon as he had got his breath after the 
walk up the stairs yesterday. ‘‘ Money for 
flowers, candy, carriages, and the like. I want 
my suit pressed, and I must have a stylish 
winter hat.” 

“How did you get on?” the waiting union 
men asked, ignoring Kaspar’s requests. 
“* And what did you find out?” 

“It is all true, and more than true,” said 
the secretary. ‘“‘Mr. Tilt has seen them. I 
was right on his traf?. That is why I want 
the money and the things. They say he is 
‘ perfectly lovely ’ and * is such a gentleman,’ 
and ‘has such manners.” What can I put up 
against that? 

“ The first girl I called on said Mr. Tilt had 
not visited her, and, as she drew herself up 
mighty dignified like, she said she would not 
let him come into the house, and that she 
would stand by the union against the fair 
speeches of all the employers on earth. 
That sounded good. But as 1 was about to 
leave, a carriage drove up. The coachman 
reined in the horses and—well, it was Mr. Tilt. 


Sidetracked for the “‘Boss.”’ 

“I was sent to the dining room. * How do 
you 4o, Miss Smith,’ | heard the visitor say. 
She replied pleasantly as you like and iet 
him into the parlor, and they talked and 
talked. He told her all about the hardships 
of running a factory in Chicago. and about 
the high wages, and about the tremendous 
interest the employer felt in the workers. 
Then he allowed that perhaps al! the girls 
did not quite—not quite—understand why the 
strike was called, and if they knew the facts 
they would be only too glad to come back. 

“There was something said about protec- 
tion to all workers and about not being in- 
timidated, and then the call ended. As the 
door closed I came out of hiding. On the 
parlor table I saw a bouquet of big pinks. 


Clean Cuffs and Cut Flowers. 

“In one house I was offered candy. In 
others I found flowers in the vase under the 
family crayon portrait group. I decided to 
quit for a time and came downtown fora pair 
of clean cuffs and an armfui of flowers. 

“I spread these where I thought they 
would count the most, although I don’t be- 

teve they will make good. The truth is my 
offerings were not quite up to those of my 
competitor. The girls said they did not care 
for them, but I noticed they hadn't anything 
to say against the employer.” 


Volunteer for Calling List. 

Kaspar stopped a moment for reflection, 
and his listeners replied, as in one breath: 

“ Add us to your visitation committee. We 
are ready to enlist, to a man.” 

“So be it,” said Kaspar. “ Get the names 
of the girls. Apportion them amongus. Let 
each man have a few whom he shal! see 
every day. Now I have it. The one thing 
that will win a woman, in the face of all 
manner of obstacles, is persistence.” 

Mr. Tilt sald his calis were for the purpose 
of expiaining to the strikers that they would 
be given employment if they returned, and 
would be protected. 

*“ Many of them were intimidated,”’ he said, 
“and went out unwillingly. I wished to as- 
sure these personally that there would be no 


danger in their coming back, as they really 
wished to do.” . |

FOOTBALL EXCITEMENT FATAL. 


Prof. Paxton of Princeton, 81 Years Old, 
Suffers Stroke of Paralysis After 
Witnessing Game. 


Princeton, N. J., Nov. 2@&—The Rev. Dr. 
William M. Paxton of Princeton university 
and seminary died at his home today as the 
result of a paralytic stroke caused by over- 
excitement at the Yale-Princeton footbail 
game on Nov. 12. 

The professor, who was8l years old. accom- 
panied his family to the game. When he re- 
turned doctors were summoned at once, and 
it was found that he was suffering a stroke 
of paralysis. 

Dr. Paxton was the oldest living trustee of 
Princeton. Until 1902 he was professor of 
ecclesiastical, homiletical, and pastoral the- 
ology at Princeton geminary and was pres- 
ident of the faculty of that Institution when 
he resigned. 


ONLY TEN CENTS IN THE BANK. 


Examiner of E)khorn Valley Institution 
Finds All the Cash and Notes 
Missing. 


Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 2%.—[Special.]—Bank 
Examiner Whittemore, who has been inves- 
tigating the Eikhorn Valley bank. which 
failed at O'Neill a few days ago, has reported 
to the state banking board that all the cash, 
with the exception of 10 cents, and notes to 
the value of $40.000 are missing, leaving noth- 
ing with which to pay depositors. A state- 
ment given to Whittemore by the wife of Pat- 
rick Hagerty. the cashier. accuses his part- 
ner, Bernard McGreevy, with scuttling the 
bank.

Chadwick, social leader and 
wife of one of the foremost physicians of 
Cleveland, is a grossly maligned woman—or 
that she is none other than Lydia Devera, the 
ex-convict, 


Hurrying to a Climax. 

Strange and unexpected events hurried 
the mystery to its climax today. The Citi- 
zens’ National Bank of Oberlin. O., fell with 
a crash today, owing its depositors $475,000 
because of the discovery that its president 
and cashier had loaned Mrs. Chadwick $102,- 
000 upon security which the directors have 
never seen and which the president declares 
consists of two checks, one signed for $500,000 
and the other for $200,000. 

Robert B. Newton, who loaned Mrs. Chad~ 
wick $190,800 on her statement that she had 
securities on deposit in Cleveland worth 
$5,000,000, appeared in court today and asked 
for a receiver for those same seourities. 


From Prison to Mansion? 


The failure of the Oberlin bank. the appill- 
cation of Robert B. Newton, and the pubii- 
cation of the circumstential story connect- 
ing her with the womar in penal garb mend- 
ing the clothine of the men convicts In the 
Ohto state prison, which traced her career 
as a girl forger. clairvoyant, blackmailer, 
adventuress, and heartless swindler to « 
prison door and thence to her beautiful Bu- 
clid avenue home in Cleveignd. drove Mra. 
Chadwick to forsake the Holland house in 
New York today. It is not known whether 
she is remaining in New York or is on her 
way to Cleveland 

Must Show Her Wealth. 


The common pleas court in this city teday 
issued subpeenas for Mrs. Chadwick and Ira 
D. Reynolds, commanding them to appear in 
court today. 

Reynolds is ordered to produce all certifi- 
cates and securities he may hold belonging 
to Mrs. Chadwick. Mre. Chadwick is com-

Mr. Reynolds declared today that he did 
not know whose name was signed to the al- 
leged note for $500,000, payable to Mrs. Chad- 
wick; that he was not holding any such note 
among the securities in his possession be- 
longing to Mrs. Chadwick, and that he did 
net even know of any such note being in 
existence. 

Reynolds sald he did net believe there was 
such a note, and said there were no diamonds 
or other jewels in his possession among the 
securities he holds for Mrs. Chadwick. 


Many Elements of Mystery. 

But it Is not in the legal technicalities of the 
ease that the extraordinary interest fn the 
affair occurs. The rea} affair is the mystery. 
Why do the names of Elizabeth Bigtey and 
Mme Devere seem to be so closely inter- 
twined In events covering a quarter of a 
century. and how ts it that some of the events 


comecide with other events and other dates in 
the life of Mrs. Cassie Chadwick? Theseare 
the questions which everybody who has fol- 
lowed the case in Cleveland since Its inception 
are asking. 
Elizabeth Bigley’s Career. 

Elizabeth Bigley was born in Eastwood, 
four miles east of Woodstock, Ont., 47 years 
ago, or in 1857. Her father was a farmer 
of moderate means, but he brought up bis 
eight children—six girls and two boys—as 
well as his resources would permit. They 
were all given a good schooling and were as 
comfortably dressed as the children of others 
in Itke circumstances. 


old she was arrested on the charge of forgery. 
Her lawyer pleaded that she was Insane. and 
her conduct during her trial was closely 
watched. Wach day she would do some ec- 
centric thing. and the jury finally acquitted 
her. The jury brought fn 2 special finding 
that she was insane at the time the crime 
was committed. 


Marries C. L. Hoover. 

That was on March 21, 1879. Then Eliga- 
beth Bigley left Woodstock. and little was 
known about her in Woodstock. She seemed 
to have a mania for travel. as her visits to her 
home were of short duration. 

Some time in the ‘B0s it was reported at 
Woodstock that Elizabeth Bigley had been 
married to C. L. Hoover of Cleveland, O. 


Widowed and Remarried. 

Afterward word came to Woodstock that 
“Lylie”™ Bigley had been widowed. Twelve 
years later. in 1897, Woodstock heard that 
Elizabeth Bigley Hoover had married a phy- 
sician of Cleveland, a man of great wealth. 
She was then 40 years old. 

Then. on one day last week, when a Cleve- 
land reporter who was investigating Mrs. 
Chadwick's previous life. called upon Mrs. 
Campbell, “ Lyle” Bigley’s sister. and the 
wife of one of Woodstock’s leading citizens, 
Mrs. Campbell said her sister was Mrs. Chad- 
wick of Cleveland. 

in Woodstock it was generally belleved that 
Elizabeth Bigley was a woma: of great 
wealth. Stories reached Woodstock of her 
living in splendid style in Cleveland. It was 
the common report In Woodstock that Elisa- 
beth Bigley posed in Cleveland as a woman 
of high birth and as springing from an old, 
aristocratic family. 

In Woodstock many stortes were circulated 
of Elizabeth Bigiey’s hypnotic powers, but 
no one ever knew her to exercise them in 
Woodstock. 

“Mme. Devere,” alias “ Lydia D. Scott;” 
allas “ Lydia Clingad,”’ alias Mre. Bagiecy,” 
aliae “Mre. Dr. Hoover.” who was then 
about 33 years old, was indicted for forgery 
at Toledo, O.. In March. 1890. together with 
Joseph Lamb. an express company employé 
of good standing. The forged notes aggre- 
gated $40,000, were dated April 22, 1889, and 
were made payable to Ficrida G. Blythe.

Andrew Oarnegie’s Name Appears. 

_ It appears from developments that for the 
last year or more Mrs. Chadwick has spent 
most of her time traveling about the country, 
negotiating extensive lodns with banks and 
‘Aindividiais. It is reported today in this con- 
‘nection that Andrew Carnegie held Mrs. 
Chadwick's netes for large amounts. This 
Statement could not be verified, and tele- 
grams sent to Mr. Carnegie's Fifth avenue 
home in New York brought no response. 


. Disaster to Oberlin Bank. 

Oberlin, O., Nov. 28.—[{Special.}—The fall- 
ure of the Citizene’ Nationa! bank here today 
was the chief development in the mysterious 
financial dealg of Cassie L. Chadwick of 
Cleveland. The bank was* founded in 1858 
end isthe only national bank in Oberlin. 
There is great excitement. 

President Beckwith made a statement to- 
day to the effect that he and Cashier Spear 
made a heavy toan some time ago on what he 
termed “‘ gilt edged security... This loan 
falls due on Jan. 1. On Saturday there wasa, 
run on fhe bank, reports from Cleveland con- 
cérning the sensational developments in the 
Chadwick case having caused uneasiness 
among the depositors. 

At the meeting of the board President C. B. 
Beckwith said the-bank is so heavily involved 
on the Chadwick paper that unless there is an 
imimediate settlement it cannot survive. 

Vice President Squire said: 

“The loans to Mrs. Chadwick were made 
by Beckwith and Cashier Spear without con- 
sulting any One. They did not report it to 
a soul. The directors were thunderstruck 
at the news.” — 

It is claimed by the president of the bank 
that the security for the loan made to Mrs. 
Chadwick is two checks. one for $600,000 and 
the other $200,000. These checks are locked 
up in a sdfety deposit vault. 


_..President Beckwith Explains. 


President Beckwith was found in bed at his 
home, 20 Pleasant street.. His face was 
drawn, his eyes feverish, and he looked ten 
years older than his 65 years. He was ex- 
tremely nervous when asked for an interview, 
and after a few minutes’ pause he said: 

“I have known Mrs. Chadwick a good 
many years. I have known the stories afloat 
tn Cleveland about her.

BND A STRIKE AT YARDS. 


HAMMOND PACKING COMPANY 
BUTCHERS GIVE UP. 


All the Men Return Under Advice of 
President Donnelly and Only One- 
Half Get Back Their Old Positions— 
Collapege Is Declared to Conclude 
Labor Troubles—Three Injunctions 
Are Secured by Clothing Manufac- 
turers Against Former Employes. 


After holding out one week, the cattle 
butchers yesterday gave up their strike at 
the Hammond Packing company's plant 
All the men applied for their former post- 
tions, but. only half of them were hired 
The collapse was declared to mark the end 
of labor troubles in the stockyards for some 
time to come. 

President Michael Donnelly of the butcher 
workmen’s union authorized the abandon- 
ment of the struggle after he had been urged 
to do so by the state board of arbitration 
Chairman Chauncey B. Geiger of the board 
first saw President Samuel A. McClean of 
the National Packing company, which con 
trols the Hammond plant, by whom assur- 
ances were given that no concessions would 
be made to end the strike. 

The butchers went out charging that union 
men were being discriminated against, and 
that the conditions under which they worked 
were “intolerable.”’ At the Hammond plant 
fifty-two skilled men quit and 200 others 
were thrown out of work. A spread of the 
strike tu the other plants was threatened. 


Injunctions Aimed at Strikers. 


Three injunctions were secured by cloth- 
ing manufacturers against their striking em- 
ployés, and five more Gre to be asked for 
at once. A. J. Pflaum, representing members 
| of the National Wholesale Tailors’ associa- 
tion, said that if necessary a restraining or- 
der would be asked by each manufacturer af- 
fected by the walkout. Judge Kavanagh 
granted the injunctions on behalf of the fol- 
. lowing: Edward V. Price & Co., 266 Franklin 
street; Charles Herst, 893 North Campbell 
avenue; and Oldrich Stieber, 901 West Nine- 
teenth street. They prohibit the men from 
picketing, from intimidating nonunion em- 
ployés, or ‘in any’ way interfering with the 
business of the complainants.

In the Lemont police station is a man with

fident of having the murderer, because, he 
says, the prisoner resembles the description 
of “Dove.” Leonard is dark complexioned, 
Wears no overcoat, works in a broom factory, 
and has discarded neckties since he was 12 
years old. None of these details applies to 
Dove. Farmers drove in from the country to 
see the murderer. 

Shortly before noon Chief Kuflikowski an- 
nounced that he had discovered marks of 
blood stains on the shirt sleeves of the pris-. 
oner, and he expected a confession in a few 
hours. When the detectives and reporters 
arrived at the Lemont police station the 
chief was not there. A young man was firing 
up the steve with a scuttle of soft coal. The 
front door was open and he closed it carefully 
and then asked what was wanted. 

“We want to see ‘ Dove,’ the murderer,” 
said Detective Bittinger of Chicago. 


Alone in Charge of Jail 
*“ Come back to my cell,”’ said the 
man. Then he announced he was Leonard, 
the suspect, and that Chief Kuffikowski was 
out at lunch. 

“ Are you the automobile murderer?’ asked 
Bittinger. 

“No; I work in a broom factory in 8t. 
Louts,” said Leonard, apologetically. “I 
have worn this shirt since election day, and 
when Missouri went democratic I left St. 
Louis. I guess these aren't blood stains. I 
Chew tobacco, and on election night enter- 
tained a party at the broom factory. We had 
barrel of beer.’’

IZE CANADIAN ROADS. 


Special Service Men and Regular Po- 
lice Fall to Capture Men Gullty of 
Holdups—Train Wrecks and Loss of 
Life Attributed to the Band—De- 
mend for Money Made by Vetter— 
Notice of Intent to Interfere with 
Travel Served on Winnipeg Paper. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 28.—{Special.J]— 
Foiled in a daring attempt to obtain $100,000 
by blackmailing the Canadian Pacific and the 
Canadian Northern railways, an organized 
gang of desperadoes, it is believed, is fulfill- 
ing threats to blow up the lines at different 
points in the Canadian northwest. The po- 
lice authorities algo attribute several holdups 
and similar outrages to these men. 

S80 completely have the members of the 
gang hidden their identity that travel by rail 
has become dangerous. The police are 
baffied, and, although a score of private de- 
tectives have been working hand in hand 
with secret service men of the railroads, 
nothing has come out of their investigations. 

Demand $100,000 Cash. 
* On Aug. 4 G. J. Bury, general supérinten- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific railway, and A. 
A. James, general manager of the Canadian 
Northern railroad at Winnipeg, received a 
letter written on one of the Canadian Pacific 
railway telegraph blanks. The postmark 
was Winnipeg. It was unsigned and said: 

We are in need of $100,000 and have decided to 
bold up the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian 
} Northern to the tune of $50,000 each. If you de- 
cide to treat with us you will place on your south 
train white markers instead of green.

Holdups and Loss of Life. 
Greater efforte than before were made to 
run down the gang, but, although theese ef- 
forts have been continued ever since, wrecks 
and holdups, some involving loss of life, have 
been committed under the noses of the de- 
tectives. . 

The first of these took place on Sept. 1, 
when the train conveying Lord Minto, late 
governor general of Canada, and party was 
wrecked at Sinta Luta. Five persons were 
killed outright and many others injured. 
On Sept. 11 the Canadian Pacific transcon- 
tinenta! train was held up by two armed men 
at Mission Junction, B. C. Several thou- 
sand dollars were taken.

LYNCH LAW LEADS TO ANARCHY. 


| Says Negro Must Be Utilized for 
Law and Order. 


Savannah, Ga., Nov. 28.—[Special.]—Judge 
Emory Speer in his charge to the grand jury 
in the United States District court this 
morning drew a vivid pictu of the horror 
of lynch law, and said: 

“ Within recent years in our beloved state, 
the motta of which is ‘ Wisdom, justice, 
and moderation,’ not less than four prisoners 
have been dragged from the presence of the 
judge on the bench, and with one torture or 
another sent swiftly to their doom. It is not 
to be gainsaid that If crimes against wom- 
anhood, life, and home, the reign of the 
mob which results are to continue, no mat- 
ter how much wealth we may accumulate, 
not only will the happiness of our homes 
be utterly destroyed but the character of our 
people will be changed. 

“ In times of nominal peace t..ere will result 
in many localities conditions of savage war- 
fare and reckless massacre as bloody and 
merciless as those of the dark days when the 
rifies of our fathers protected their wives 
and children from the scalping knife and 
tomahawk of the Indian on the border. — 

“ The negro is here to remain for centuries. 
In view of these well known facts, do we not 
fall into a cardinal error in our failure to 
utilize the better element of the colored peo- 
ple in the detection and arrest of the crim- 
inals of their own race and in the mainte- 
nance of law and order among them? Even 


assist the efforts of officers to arrest negro 
criminals. On the contrary, it generally is 
believed many assist in their escape. 

“TI believe that if law respecting elements 
among the white people should unite to give 
assurances to the better elements among the 
negroes that in all cases the negro accused 
of crime should only be punished in accord- 
ance with the law, thousands of these negroes 
would aid their white friends in most ef- 
fective manner.’’

Ohio Circuit Court Allows an Injunction 
Against “3 Cent Fare Line” in

Cleveland, O., Nov. 28—The Circuit court 
today declared invalid the Denison-avenue 
franchise of the Forest City Railway com- 
pany, better known as the “ three-cent fare 
street car line,”’ on the ground that the com- 
pany did not have the necessary frontage 
consent.

“TI shall also recommend to the legisla- 
ture,” said Mr. Brundage, “ the passage of 
an act to extend the civil service to every 
office In the county. All the subordinate 
offices could be greatly improved and more 
economically conducted if the employés were 
protected by the civil service law, instead of 
being beholden to ward and precinct organ!i- 
zations for their jobs. My policy during my 
tenure of office will be to secure the necessary 
legislation to bring every employé of the 
county under the merit law, and I shall use 
my influence with the county board to get it 
to work for the measure also.”’ 


Has Merit Law Substitute. 
Mr. Brundage has hit upon another plan 
which he believes will divorce the county 
hospital from politics if the courts hold that 
the merit law is not applicable to the med- 
ical staff of the Institution. 
It is his purpose to create in place of the 
examining board that has been selected by 
the civil service commission. an appointing 
or certifying board, compesed of representa- 
tives from the medical schools, regular, elec- 
tic, and homeopathic, and representing also 
the various colleges, which shall be em- 
powered to recommend to the president the 
physicians to be appointed to the staff. Mr. 
Brundage will make appointments on the 
recommendation of this beard only, and he 
promises that it shall be free from political 
influence 
Promises Fairness for All. 
“ As nearly as 1 can ascertain, the objeo- 
tions which some of the medical fraternft) 
are raising to the merit law being applied to 
the hospital staff is not on account'of oppo- 
sition to the civil service but because they 
object to the makeup of the examining 
board,”’ said Mr. Brundage. “ Now I pro- 
pose to» make up an appointing board com 
posed of a fair representation of physicians 
irom each of the three recognized schools. 
and of such proportions that all the medica! 
colleges shall have an equal number of repre- 
sentatives. These men wil] be appointe! 
regardiess of their politics, and I will go ab- 
solutely by their recommendation in appoint- 
ing the hospital staff. ‘ 
|} “If a vacancy oecur on the staff the man 
to fill the place wil) be named by this board, 
or if the staff is to be increased or dimin- 
ished it will be done at the recommendation 
of this board, and not for any political rea- 
son. By this system I think we shall arrive 
at even better results than under a hard and 
fast civil service law, with the best sort of 
treatment for the Inmates. Of course this 
proposition is only to be considered if the 
courts hold against the civil] service law.”

DENIED RIGHT TO HARD LABOR, 
MURDERERS SEEK FREEDOM. 


Men Held at Joliet Penitentiary Begin 
Habeas Corpus Proceedings, Attack- 
ing the Legality of Their Sentences. 


Refused permission to do hard labor at the 
penitentiary at Joliet, two confessed mur- 
derers began proceedings in the Circuit court 
yesterday to secure their freedom. Judge 
Windes issued writs of habeas corpus for the 
mén, George Cantos and Pietro Pettinato, 
and wil) hear evidence in their cases tomor- 
row morning. 

When Judge Hutchinson sent Cantos and 
Pettinato to the prison five years ago he or- 
dered that they be put at hard labor. The 
sentence is attacked because the court is 
alleged to have decreed the men to serve part 
of their fourteen years each in solitary con- 
finement. 

The prisoners allege that they may become 
insane from inactivity. They declare they 
have been ready to work, but that since July 
1 it Ras been denied them. The sentence as 
carried out since the suspension of. labor in 
the prison is said to be “ cruel, inhuman, and 
prohibited by the constitution of Illinois.” 


FIVE YEARS FOR A. S. WHITMAN. 


Chicagoan Sentenced for Attempting to 
_ Defraud a Bank at Galesburg

Ef, however, he appoints a board of repu- 
table physicians to make the county hospital! 
appointments for him, he is at once relieved 
of the duty for which, of all his duties, he is 
the-least fitted... The appointment of physi: 
tiams is then in professional] and not in ama- 
teur hands. 

The method by which the board of physi- 
ciats shall test the qualifications of candi- 
dates is another matter. The merit system 
is not a perfected science. At present it 
cofipists altogether too much of pen and ink. 
Thé questions propounded to candidates for 
the position of assistant chief of police, for 
instance, are questions more likely to pro- 
duce a good city statistician than a good 
police officer. But a change is impending. 
The theoretical, academical civil service ex- 
amination is‘simply a stepping stone to bet- 
ter things. It was perhaps inevitable at 
first, because a new era always brings its 
raw, callow experiments. The board of 
physicians appointed to get good men for 
the county hospital should be permitted to 
adopt such methods of examination as wil] 
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amination does not necessarily mean a mere 
performance with pen and ink at adesk.: It 
can logically be extended- to include a wide 
inquiry into an applicant's character, experi- 
ence, and practical success. For instance, 
just as a suggestion, an examination for doc- 
tors on a basis of ten points might give six 
to experience and only four to a written 
quiz on the specialty, say neurology, in which 
the applicant was expected to serve ‘the 
county hospital patients. | | 

These things, however, are matters of de- 
tail and of development. The fundamental 
demand is that some attempt shall be made 
to choose doctors on merit through profes- 
sional inquiry and not on influence through 
amateur appointment. The next cotinty 
board should not underestimate the strength 
of this demand. 

THE QUESTION OF CONSOLIDATION. 

The charter convention committee has.de- 
cided that it will. take up two measures 
“upon which the people seem to be agreed ” 
and leave other important questions to the 
council or the legislature. One of the meas- 
ures is the consolidation of the local taxing 
bodies which can be consolidated under the 
amendment, and the other is the establish- 
ment of a municipal court or courts in place 
of the justice courts. Dear 

The people certainly are agreed that the 
justice courts should go. The lawyers.and 
the laymen on the committee are familiar 
with the abuses which have made those 
courts odious, and they are fully competent 
to draft a municipal court bill which: will be 
legal and practical, and which will deserve 
respectful consideration by all. 

So, too, are the people in favor of the 
consolidation of taxing bodies, but prob- 
ably few of them have given a thought 
to the question of the manner in whicb 
parks and schools shall be managed after 
the powers of the park commissioners and 
the board’ of education shall have beep 
transferred to the municipal government. 
Perhaps there will be many opinions on the 
‘subject when it is carefully considered. 

There are three great park systems, one 
of which has been governed by commission- 
ers appointed by the Circuit court judges 
and the others by commissioners appointed 
by the governor. The municipal government 
has had nothing to do with the management 
of parks—except some small ones, which it 
neglected—since it gave up Lincoln park 
over thirty years ago. Of the three systems 
the south side one has always been well 
managed, and so has the north side one for 
the last four years. Of the west side, the 
less said the better. 

How shall the transfer to the municipal 
government of the powers of the different 
park commissioners be so managed as to 
secure for all the parks the excellent admin- 
istration which two of them now enjoy? 
‘The people will not be content with an ar- 
rangement under which any of the parks 
will. be worse managed than at present. 
How shall a municipal department of parks 
be secured in whose hands the parks will 
not run down? 

At present the municipal government bas 
no control over the board of education ex- 
cept that the members are appointed by it 
and that the council must concur in appro- 
priations for schoo] sites and buildings. 
Consolidation will give that government all 
the powers the board has... Precisely how 
those powers shal] be exercised is a perplex- 
ing question. 

The new charter convention committee 
is not taking up a simple or a purely legal 
question when it sets out to draft a bill on 
the subject of consolidation. 


SMOKE V8. HEALTH. 

The direct relation between the smoke 
nuisance and the health of the city is brought 
-out in the last bulletin of the health de- 
partment. While Chicago is still the health- 
lest of the large cities and there has been a 
marked diminution in the total number of 
deaths during the last week as compared 
with the previous one and that of a year 
ago, still the abnormal quantity of impuri- 
ties in the atmosphere due to the dry weather 
of the last month has resulted in an increase 
in the number of ailments of the nose, throat, 
and air passages. For the twenty-six days 
of November there has been but .3 of an 
inch of rain instead of the normal of 2.25 
inches. .Only once was there a rain suffi- 
cient to lay the dust. 
| The impurities residing in soft coal smoke 
remain in the atmosphere instead of settling. 
Rain or snow is the sole cleanser of the air. 
When it is withheld for a long time the at- 
mosphere becomes polluted with the ex- 
halations of chimneys, and the lungs are 
furnished with a diet of fine particles of 
dust and soot. Asa result throat, nose, and 
air passages are irritated and any inherent 
weaknesses are aggravated. As the bulle- 
tin says, “‘ mouth breathers ” suffer the most 
annoyance... It .recommends that “they 
breathe through a couple of folds of cheese- 
cloth, when they go out into such air as exists 
outdoors at present.” 

A better way to protect the mouth breatb- 
ers as well as those who breathe in the 
proper way is to enforce the anti-smoke or- 
dinance more thoroughly. It is evident 
from the health department’s report tifat 
there are still enough chimneys polluting the 
air to be a serious menace to health whep 
there is a prolonged absence of rain. As it 
is impossible to regulate the rainfall, at- 
tention should be given to the chimneys. 


VOTE THE MONEY. 

The trusts cannot be disciplined intelli- 
gently and effectively without a thorough | 
knowledge of all their methods of doing 
business. There are two agencies whose 
special duty it is to make inquiries into those 
methods. One is the bureau of corporations 
of the department of commerce and labor 
‘and the other is the interstate commerce 
commission. The unlawful relations of cor- 
porations and common carriers, whether 
they take the form of rebates or private car 
and switch track charges, fall within the 
province of the commission. Al] other 
corporate dffairs pertain to the bureau, 
which is forbidden to investigate commop 
carriers. The two agencies working to- 
gether can throw a flood of light on the op- 
erations of the largest and hitherto most 
inaccessible trusts. 

There can be no searching inquiry, such 
as the trusts stand in dread of, without 
money. But the bureau of corporations 
has none and the interstate gommerce com- 
mission only a little. Congress has been 
niggardly with them, especially as regards 
the bureau. It has provided the machinery 
for investigation and withheld the motive 
power. It will be asked at the coming ses- 
sion to provide funds, and it should do so

ARON ALPHONSE and Baron Louis 
Rothschild, who are due in New York 
today from Europe on board the 
Kaiser Wilhelm Il..’are the sons of 
Baron Albert Rothschild, head of the 

Austrian branch of the international} banking 
house of that name, and are both of them 
officers of the Sixth dragoon regiment, one 
of the crack corps of cavalry of the Austrian 
army. Their father’s position ,and in @ 
leswer degree their own are altogether ex- 
ceptional in Viennese society. For Baron 
Albert, in spite of his membership of the 
Jewish race and faith, belongs to the Aus- 
trian. great world, and is received every- 
where, even by the oldest houses of its aris- 
tocracy, on a footing of equality. 2 

Moreoyer, the emperor, as a mark of special 
favor, conferred upon him some years ago, 
and fiipon his elder and unmarried brother. 

Nathaniel, popularly known as “ Natti,"

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 

A man, Corbano, by game, after living the 
life of an exemplary husband for four years, 
poisons his wife and sandbags his stepson. 
The son is found, fed, and transported to a 
hospital by a peasant girl, Regina, who pro- 
tects him throughout his life. Corbano is 
discovered to be a consummate villain and 
with his accomplice meets his deserved fate. 
Regina, after refusing to marry the man 
she had loved, cared for, protected, and lived 
with so long, exposes herself to cold and 
fever and. dies, thus leaving her master free 
to marry the love of his youth. Such, in 
short, is the plot of Mr. F. Marion Craw- 
ford’s new novel ,““ WHOSOEVER SHALL 
OFFEND ” (Macmillan). The characteriza- 
tion is decidedly weak; it seems scarcely 
creditable that a man like Corbano could 
for any stake live the blameless life he did 
for four years; Regina, the only strong char- 
acter, is much compromised; and the other 
characters impress the reader as automa- 
tons, who appear and make their exits ac- 
cording to rule. It is rieedless to say the 
scene is laid in Rome, the people, among the 
aristocrats, and the time—except for the oc- 
casional mention of the telephone—might be 
any time since man devised crimé. But 
everything is lost sight of in the intense in- 
terest of the plot; the incidents pile upon one 
another until we tremble for the crisis and 
the denouement comes as something not en- 
tirely unexpected, yet something that is fear- 
ful. The tone of the book is both morbid and 
unhealthy.

The new De Vinne plates make restful read- 
ing and the portraits and other illustrations, 
of which there are hundreds, are placed in 
their correct relation to the text and time.

De Cassagnac leaves his two sone and his 
daughter millionaires. This is due to the 
fact that about ‘ten years ago a colossally 
rich and childless manufacturer of the name 
of Julien, at Marseilles, bequeathed to him 
his entire fortune, amounting to about 7,000, - 
000 francs ($1,400,000), as a token of his ad- 
miration for De Cassagnac’s fearlessness 
of tongue, pen, and sword, and of his devotion 
to the empress Fearing, however, that De 
Cassagnac might possibly squander the 
money in some movement in favor of a 
monarchical restoration. he tied it up in such 
a fashion that De Cassagnac could only enjoy 
the income in its entirety for life, the capital 
remaining intact until his death. Altogether, 
the career of Paul de Cassagnac savored of 
another age, and that he cared far less for 
the imperialist cause than for the empress. 
even to the last, is shown by the contempt- 
uous manner in which he was always wont 
to refer to Prince Victor Napoleon, the Bona- 
partist pretender.

Tears were many last night at Powers’. 
Not tears of sorrow. but tears of sweet sym- 
pathy and joy. And they glistened not In 
feminine eyes alone. Many a masculine was 
seen in the half darkness to rub his hand 
hastily across_his cheek, and when the cur- 
tain fell something like a mist seemed to be 
troubling his sight. Rarely has an «audi- 
ence so fashionable and so fine in quality 
been so moved as was the one which assem- 
bied last evening to greet Mrs. Gilbert when 
she made. her first appearance here as an 
acknowledged star.- And the audience ap- 
peared to feel no reserve about showing its 
emotions. 

The contemplation of that which is love- 
liest and most appealing in humanity's ex- 
istence—beautiful old age—had caused con- 
ventionalities, forms, and poses to be forgot- 
ten, and every one frankly joined in paying 
glad and heartfelt tribute to the woman and 
actress who, loo back upon a lohg life- 
time of modest, sincere, honest endeavor and 
fine, high, worthy achievement, had now 
come to say good-by. .There was a tinge of 
sadness in the thought that this was to be 
the good-by, and yet, with the. beneficent 
hopefulness .which is man’s divine dower, 
this thought was banished by the belief that 
there might possibly be yet another meet- 
ing before the final parting, and only affection 


heart throb a bit faster, and bring the tear 
of happiness to the eye. 


The first tears of the evening were those 
which sprang to Mrs. Gilbert's eyes when 
first she appeared on the scene. She entered 
quickly, with that brisk little manner which 
is peculiarly her own, but the audience gave 
her pause. An outburst of applause greeted 
her which was almost overwhelming. And 
it continued undiminished for so long a time 
that the beloved actress finally had to raise 
her hand and signal for silence. Her eyes 
filled with tears and her voice was faltering 
as she spoke her first lines. The tribute 
was of such spontaneity and such honest 
sincerity that it could but touch the heart of 
any player. And the happiness she felt 
reached .across the footlights and made 
misty the vision of those who had caused it. 
After each act there were double or triple 
recalls, and at the end of the performance, 
after the epilogue had been spoken and 
flowers thrown to the actress, the audience 
still remained and compelled the curtain to be 
raised twice. It was a beautiful expression 
of tender regard for one to whom the public 
is indebted for-many hours of keen: enjoy- 
ment,.and whose presence on the stage has 
brought only credit and honor to the theater 
apd the art-of acting. 
“ Granny,”’ the play in which Mrs. Gilbert 
appears, is taken by Mr. Fitch from the 
French of Georges Mitchell. While enjoying 
it last evening the wish had birth that Mr.

Lenders, the London importer, says: 
What makes more astonishing is the fact 
we are supposed to be dealing with a crop 
considerably below that of the previous year, 
and further, that there was supposed to be 
great scarcity of railway trucks, owing 
to the exigencies of the war. So far as the 
first supposition is concerned, however, '!t 
seems that the early estimates of the crop 
were not altogether reliable, as the latest in -. 
formation from St. Petersburg is, that the 
winter crop is actually larger than the 
previous one, and that the rye crop exceeds 
ali previous records. The large rye crop 
will alse explain to a great extent the free- 
Gom with which wheat has been sent for- 
ward. The prices obtainable for wheat are 
so satisfactory the quantity consumed at 
home will be generally reduced. It is also 
certain that the banks can offer fewer hold- 
ing facilities than in previous years. It.is 
worthy of note, however, that the shipments 
were not of abnormal size to the usuai im- 
porting centers, but acquired such huge 
dimensions owing to the addition of large 
supplies to other importing centers, prin- 
cipally in the Mediterranean, which took 
something like 31,200,000 bu. It is obvious, 
therefore, the large shipments can be re- 
garded in two lights. They point first of all 
to a capacity of Russia to ship, which we 
venture to think few even suspected, but 
they also show that other countries are pre- 
pared to import wheat at a rate which is 
simply astonishing.

Recovery in Germany. 

VRith the general recovery of trade in Ger- 
many, the banks are enjoying enlarged 
profits. According to the Berlin correspond- 
ent of the London Economist, the Deutsche 
hank will distribute 12 per cent, as against 
11 per cent; the Disconto-Geselischaft 8% 
per cent, the same as last year, but on an 
increased capital; Dresdner bank at least 7 
per cent, perhaps 7% per cent (7 per cent for 
1903) upon an increased capital; Schaffhausen 
about the same as last year upon ifs larger 
capital; Handels-Gesellschaft will also dis- 
tribute about the same rate upon a larger 
capital; Darmstaedter bank will probably 
pay 7 per cent, as compared with 6 per cent; 
and the National Bank fiir Deutschland will 
probably increase its rate to 6 per cent from 
5 per cent last year. 

On the other hand, the Berliner bank, which 
came so near being absorbed by the Deutsche 
bank last summer, will devote its earnings to 
writeoffs upon doubtful credits, and will pass 
its dividend. The condition of the banks has 
strengthened bank stocks generally. It is 
shown that the earnings from interest will 
be little higher than last year. since the rate 
of private discount for ten months of the year 
has averaged only a trifle above 19038. All 
the banks have been able to sell shares and 
bonds of various kinds, some of which have 
long been a burden to them. Not only has 
regular banking business between Germany 
and the United States brought the banks 
higher profits, but several have established 
partnerships with New York houses which 
have turned out profitably, while consider- 
able money has been earned through the im- 
provement in American securities.

Reviews Operations of War 


in the Philippines, 


Havors Abolishing Tariff on All. 


Goods from the Islands Ex- 
cept Sugar and Tobacco. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.—[Special.]— 
The secretary of war, William H. Taft, today 
SGbmitted his report to the president on the 
operations of the war department during the 
last year. The document covers seventy 
printed pages, of which nearly one-third are 
devoted to a consideration of the Philippines. 

Secretary Taft attributes the falling off of 
the trade of the islands during the last year 
from $66,000,000 to $68,000,000, to the change 
Of money from the Mexican silver standard 
to a gold standard, of which he says:
